British Say That Enemy Met With Reverses To West Of COALITION. 


Fresnoy During Counter Attack Tuesday Night— 
Germans Claim That Their Forces Are 
Still Holding Their Line. 


The great battle between the British and Germans for possession 
of the village of Fresnoy goes on apparently without abatement. It 
is a battle of desperation on the part of the Germans who see in the 
loss of the village a double menace—the placing in jeopardy of their 
entire line in the north, especially the town of Lens and its adjacent 
coal fields, and a deeply projecting salient into their lines which 
would put the British almost at the threshold of Cambrai. 

The exact situation in the little village, which was recaptured 
by the Germans Tuesday after a stubborn defence by the Canadians, 
is somewhat obscure, The British war office asserts that the Ger- 
mans met with reverses west of the village Tuesday night during a 
counter attack, while unofficial advices are to the effect that the 
Teutons have been expelled from a great portion of the village but 
are still holding out, although barely able to maintain themselves 
against the stubborn onslaught of the British. 

On tthe other hand the German official communication asserts 
the Germans have held the village against fresh British attacks, and 
in addition have taken 100 more prisoners. In saying this, however, 
the usual claims of a vietory and claims of sanguinary losses inflicted 
are lacking in the statement of the German war ‘office, 

Wednesday saw a return of unfavorable weather along — the 
Anglo-German front, and, except around Fresnoy, the fighting was 
mainly by means of the artillery.

PETROGRAD, May 9%, via London. 
--The Russian government today ts- 
ued a declaration in favor of a coali- 
tion ministry. Minister of Justice 
Kerensky has sent letters to the Duma, 
the committee of the soldiers’ and 
werkmen's council, and the Socialist 
parties, inviting these representatives 
of democracy lo share in the burden 
of power, 

The present provisional government 
was formed shortly after the revolu- 
tion, to hold office until a national as 


sembly should determine the form of 
Russia's political institutions, This 
government, particularly Foreign 
Minister Miliukoff, has been opposed 
on questions of international policy by 
the radical council of soldiers’ and 
workmen's delegates, and recently 


threatened to resign unless given a free 
hand to prosecute the war vigorously

LONDON, May 9. (via Reuter's Ot- 
tdwa Agency).—In the house of com- 
mons today Right Hon. Andrew Bo- 
nar Law, chancellor of the exchequer, 
referring to the west front, said the 
rapidity of the attack had forestalled 
the enemy, who had to fight in the 
open with heavy losses because he had 
not time to prepare trenches.

taken 20,000 prisoners, 257 guns, 227

While in the first 24 days of the 
Somme drive we advanced three and

PROPOSAL TO REDUCE 
COST OF SESSIONS 


Protests Are Received To 
Wet Canteens For 
Canadians. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 9,—Private mem- 
bers had a big innings in the Commons 
today, several resolutions which have 
been standing on the order paper being 
dixcused and disposed of. The most 
important was a resolution moved by 
Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux calling upon 
the government to adopt the recom- 
mendations of the commission which 
inquired into the matter of technical 
education and reported some years ago 
to the government. The principle of 
Mr, Lemieux's proposal received con- 
siderable support from both sides of 
the House. Sir George Foster, the 
acting prime minister, pointing out 
that the acceptance of the resolution 
would involve the adoption of the 
recommendations of the committee in 
thelr entirety, moved an amendment 
in more general terms expressing the 
desirability of action at the proper 
time. This was accepted by Mr. 
Lemieux, and the resolution was 
udopted as amended, 

Hon Rodolphe Lemieux asked the 
government to reduce the postage on 
parcels mailed to soldiers in France. 
The present charge of 12 cents per 
pound constitutes a real hardship, he 
said, 

Sir George Foster promised to take 
the matter up with the postmaster- 
general, 

Wants to Reduce Sessional Cost. 


W. LB. Northrup moved a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of 
nine to consider ways and means of 
reducing the cost of the session. He 
said that he thought this was advis- 
able in view of the pressing need of 
natlonal economy. He said that the 
cost of Hansard was now $76,000, and 
the cost of translation of the same was 
$36,000, He thought this was entirely 
too large, 

Hon, Rodolphe Lemiéux agreed with 
the spirit of the motion, but did not 
want to interfere with the efficiency 
of the Hansard staff. He said that 
considerable economy had been ef 
fected in the sending out of the blue 
book. The resolution was adopted. 

To Take Up Track West of Edmonton 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier inquired as to 
the truth of the report which had ap- 
peared in the press that three hundred 
Piles sof trackage of the Transcon- 
tinental Railway was to go to France, 
for the British military authorities, 
who had asked the Canadian Govern- 
ment for rails for military purposes, 

In the absence of the minister of 
railways, Hon, Arthur Meighen stated 
that some time ago at the request of 
the British government about three 
hundred miles of rails were taken from 
sidings on the N.T.R. and sent to 
France. Subsequently a request came 
for three hundred more, and these 
were being taken from the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie perone Edmonton, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier asked that a 
copy of the order in council dealing 
with this question be laid on the table 
of the house, and Mr, Meighen replied 
that he understood there was no order 
in coune 

Sle Wilfrid Laurier erpressed sur- 
prise, “Do you mean to say,” he 
asked, “that there is no order in coun- 
cll for this?” 

Mr.Meighen said he was not sure 
that there was a formal order in coun- 
cil, but if so it would be brought down, 


Protest Against Wet Canteens, 


Sir George Foster was asked by Mr. 
Lemieux {f the government had receiv- 
ed & petition signed by 60,000 wives 
and mothers of Canada, belonging to 
the W.C.T.U., protesting against the 
wet canteens being Introduced in the 
camps, and if so what action had been 
taken by the government. Sir George 
Foster replied that a large number of 
petitions had been received by the 
House and by the government, but 
there were no wet canteens in Canada, 
and the government had taken action 
regarding this matter long ago. 

Mr. Lemieux said tnat there were 
wet canteens in England used by 
Canadian troops, Sir George replied 
that the question had no reference to 
camps other than those in Canada, 
and if he desired information regard- 
ing canips elsewhere he might frame a 
new question accordingly,

City Auditors Sound Warning 


EDMONTON, 


Against Expenditure in City 


Fr 


Messrs. Kinnaird & Henderson Recommend That City’s Yearly Re- 


sources Should Be Defined and Borrowi: 


Kept Within Limits— 


Saving of $30,548 on Estimated Expenditure Was Made Last 
Year—Sinking Fund Shows Surplus Earning For Year. 


“We have already pointed out the 
alarming drain upon the city’s re- 
sources by the ever-increasing amount 


of annual interest payments upon bor- 
rowed money. It follows also as a 
necessary consequence that the secur- 
ity for repayment of borrowings ts 
being depreciated. The conditions of 
municipal administration render it en- 
lirely unavoidable to finance otherwise 
than by borrowed money, but the ef- 
ficient managemnt of municipal fin- 
ance demands that all borrowings 
should be carefully controlled, and it 
possible, kent within the limits of the 
actually available resources, In other 
words, the levying of taxes to the full 
amount of ascertained requirements 
must necessarily prove insufficient, if 
taxes are not collected, or collectable, 
in full, an accumulative increase 
of debt must reault, which ought to 
be subject to control. It appears to 
us that the time has arrived when it is 
absolutely necessary that some meas- 
vres should be adopted to establish 
a Closer relationship than at present 
exists between the actual realized re- 
venue and the nominal revenue, We 
would recommend that immediate 
and careful consideration be given to 
this matter,” 

The above significant statement is 
made by the dfty’s auditors, Messsrs. 
Kinnaird and Henderson, in 6ubmit- 
ting their annual report on the muni- 


cipal accounts and finances for the 
past year. Comment is made on the 
increase in currem liability with a 


corresponding burden on the city by 
way of interest chargés, but in other 
respects the report is satisfactory, It 
places stress on the saving that has 
been effected by economical manage- 
ment and control of expenditures, and 
that the sinking fund accounts are ina 
gratifying condition. 


Statements are Accurate 
Further the auditors say that they 


have satisfied themselves that the var- 
fous statements submitted by the 
Comptroller are accurate and in 


agreement with the financial books of 
the city. 

A comparison of the balance sheet 
submitted with that of 81st December, 
i191, showed a considerable change in 
the position of the city during the 


year. In the capital section a net re- 
duction in capital iiability of $606,- 
862.27 has taken place fi the current 


section, the position put briefly, was 
that current liability on bills payable 
had been reduced by the sum of $1, 
, and inereased on banis 
and special loans by the sum 
of $2, 441.18 and on accrued de- 
benture interest and redemption by 
the sum of $202,932.86, making a net 
increase in current dility of on these 
three items of $1,287,445.28, while 
on the assets side ixes receivable 
have increased by the sum of § 
012.08, Of the increase of 1,2 
in current libability, $848,866.37 
caused by the payment of cash

Interest Charges Pile Up 
One of the unfortunate effects of 


the ranid increase in current lability 


is the increase with which .the interest 
charges on bank loans, treasury notes, 
Lilla payable and accounts payable 
mounted up. This ttem for 1916 
amounted to $406,476.11, as against 
$297,278.99 for 1916, 

A comparison of the “estimated” 
with the “actual” expenditure showed 
that the following savings upon esti- 
mates had been effected: In the de- 
partment, $14,118.46; miscellaneous, 
$7,824.39; grants and donations, $8,- 
695.49; total $30,548.64, 

Revenue More Than Estimated 

The actual revenue had exceeded 
the estimates in the departments by 
the sum of $4,628.84 and in mis- 
cellaneous by the sum of $598.61. 
There were other savings and mis- 
cellaneous credits amounting to $8,- 
$18.84, ond the result of the general 
reevnue and expenditure accounts for 
the yearewas a surplus of $44,094.83, 
apparently brought about by careful 


eriticism and control of all expen- 
ditures. 
The books recording the transac- 


tions with the sinking funds had been 
carefully examined and found to be 
correct, The amount required to be in 
the fund at December 8ist, 1916 was 


$2,994,109,.66, and to this had to be 
udded the funds on hand to redeom 


the 1914 and 1915 tax arrear notés, 
$171,451.87. making a total of $3,125,- 
561.58. The amount actually in the 
fund at December 31st, 1916, was $38,- 
244,101.74, showing a surplus of 
eurnings of $118,540.21. This appar- 
ent surplus was subject to collection 
of the arrears of mortgage interest. 
The amount in the fund had increased 
during the year by the sum of $996,- 
648,10, 

The securities, representing the var- 
fous investments, had been eshibited 
and found to be in order. 


Sinking Fund Investments 


At December Sist, 1916, the fund 
was invested as follows: two first 
mortgages on real estate, 36 per cent; 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada, 
1-4 per cent; stocks and bonds of, or 
guaranteed by the provinces of Can- 
nuda, 15 1-2 per cent; debentures of 
municipalities and school districts in 
Canada, 12 1-2 per cent; City of Ed- 
monton debentures, 12 1-4 per cent; 
interest due and accrued, 6 1-2 per 
cent; cash in bank, 8 per cent. 

During the year the amount of 
mortgage interest collected had been 
$42,475.69, as against $18,405.70 dur- 
ing 1915, Six of the eighteen mort- 
gages had paid a full year's interest 
or more during the year. 

The auditors also certified that the 
audits of the various utilities and de- 
partments of the city and the outside 
institutions, where the city conducted 
the audit, had been carried out 


ASK THAT LAKE 
BE LOWERED 


Residents of Parkdale, South Side, 
Complain of Flooding of 
Lendrum Lake, 


The residents of Parkdale, south 
side, who are located near Lendrum 
Lake, have forwarded a petition to 
the. city commissioners asking if an 
enquiry will be made into the feasibil- 
iry of lowerine the level of the lake tn 
order to prevent recurrent flooding of 
che surrounding property 

The petition states that during the 
last few wet seasons the lake has over- 
flowed its original basin and formed 
a marshy slough extending over a con- 
siderable area towards the southern 
end. In the summer months the wat- 
er rises and seeps through the base- 
ment floors of houses in the vicinity 
to a depth of from several inches to 
two or three feet, making the houses 
insanitary and almost inhabitable, 2» 
well as ruining the foundations ant 
floors. Considerable damage is alsyu 
done to gardens, While the odor from 
the overflowing portion is very objec- 
tionable. The overflow also cuts off 
vist ave, entirely, except during the 
winter, and makes it very difficult for 
delivery and coal wagons to reach 
those living to the west and south of 
the lake, ‘Che sidewalks on 71st ave, 
pave also a considerable depth of water 
en both. sides, which with the tail 
yeeds and soft muddy bottom makes 
it very dangerous to chiidren going 
and fro, 

It is therefore asked that the lake 
be drained to a sufficient depth to 
earry off the surplus water so as to 
eonfine the level of the lake to its or- 
iginal boundary. 

It is pointed out that there Is a ne- 
tral drain at the south end rooning 
into Melkernan’s lake, which if deep- 
ened might carry off the overflow, or 
it m@ht be possible to drain into the 
sewer recently placed on 109th street

NEARLY 6,000 NEN 
IN CANADA'S WARDS 


Returned Soldier Patients and 
Convalescents Are Growing 
in Numbers Rapidly 


Ottawa, May 9.-——The latest returns 
of men on the strength of the military 
hospitals commission command in 
Canada ghows a total of 5,952 on 
April 80. The total on April 15 was 
5,677, having risen to that point from 
2,404 at Chrigtmas. The latest total 
is made up of 3,562 in-patients, and 
2,390 out-patients, Included in the 
total are 1,130 men who have not been 
overseas, At the convalescent homes 
are 2,220 overseas and 881 camp men; 
while the convalescent out-patients 
number 1,934 overseas and 447 camp 
men, 

There are 681 patients in the sana- 
torla for tuberculosis with +8 out- 
patients; 414 of the total being over- 
seas men and the remainder camp 
men. The total of 5,952 is completed 
by 881 men in other institutions,

Washington, May )—The new war 
tax bill ready tor congress today pro- 
bably the most extensive and greatest 
line of taxation faced by the American 
people.

Because spirits used in making 
munitions are manufactured in dis- 
tilleries, Parliament refused to 
prevent the distilleries and brew- 
eries wasting grain in making 
whiskey for beverage purposes. It 
seems not to have occurred to the 
assemblage of the elect that the 
manufacture of spirits for muni- 
tions could be carried on more 
largely, and perhaps more cheaply, 
if the distilleries were not allowed 
to use grain for any other pur- 
pose, 

It is quite possible that com- 
pulsion will have to be resorted to 
if the proposed standing army is 
secured. But would it not be 
curious reversal of things to use 
compulsion to raise an. army of 
home guards aud to leave recruit- 
ing for the fighting army oversea 
to take care of itself? If there is 
to be any sort of national effort 
to get recruits—and such effort is 
plainly needed—it ought surely to 
be employed first to get recruits 
for the army that is facing the 
enemy 

I'he conference of representa- 
tives of the returned soldiers in 
the Provinee passed resolutions 
declaring that compulsory service 
should be adopted in Canada and 
that the Patriotic Fund should be 
raised by taxation. The senti- 
inent among the returned men is 
likely the sentiment prevailing 
among the men at the front. There 
is nothing to support the fre- 
qyuently-made statement that the 
inen who have volunteered object 
io having the slackers compelled to 
do their bit. There is no more to 
justify the supposition that the 
soldier would rather have his wife 
and family dependent upon dona- 
tious than to have them provided 
for by the Government he is serv- 
ing, 

The Board of Trade is cam- 
paigning for new members, with a 
view to making itself more thor- 
oughly representative of the coin- 
inmereial interests of the city, and 
therefore more useful in promot- 
ing them, Jdmonton’s Board of 
Trade has a long record of honor- 
able and valuable service to its 
credit, Of late years its place in 
ihe comulunity las been less con- 
spicuous than before the flood of 
speculative enterprise swamped 
the business system of the com 
munity and diverted attention 
from the prosaic ideals of ordin- 
ary trade to the opportunities for 
amassing wealth without  pro- 
longed effort. Now that we are 
getting back to the idea of buy- 
ing and selling things of present 
rather than prospective value, the 
organization has a larger oppor- 
tunity both for effeetive service 
and for proper recognition, Never, 
in fact, was the city move in need 
of the sort of service the Board 
of Trade was created to perform, 
ond which it has consistently tried 
to perform in seasons favorable 
end unfavorable. It is well worth 
while for the business men of the 
city to put, not only their names 
on the roll of members, but their 
interest into the work of this 
organization.

Another table of enlistment 
figures has been presented in Par- 
liament. Like preceding  statis- 
ties on the same subject, it leaves 
the reader wondering how many 
men we have really recruited and 
sent oversea who were found fit 
for service at the front. 

By. some Conservative papers 
our western farmers were charged 
with lacking patriotism because 
they refused to sell this year’s 
wheat crop to the British Govern- 
ment at $1.30 per bushel. There 
would seem to be a few words due 
from these critics concerning the 
wheat speculators, who formed a 
ting and forced up the _ price 
against the British Government to 
something like three dollars per 
bushel. Also to the Ministers at 
Ottawa who let them do it. 

The land settlement scheme for 
returned soldiers has been finally 
tabled in Parliament. It is to set 
aside reserves in which soldiers 
will be allowed to take homesteads 
of 160 acres; and to make loans of 
$2,000 or less to the homesteaders, 
to enable them to convert their 
holidings into farms. Necessarily 
these reserves will have to be set 
aside in sparsely-settled parts of 
the country—that is, in parts a 
long distance from railway facili- 
ties. That in turn means that the 
soldier-farmers will be for years 
handicapped by lack of means of 
getting their products to market 
or that there will have to be an- 
other large expenditure of public 
money or credit in constructing 
railways into these remote dis- 
tricts, with corresponding  post- 
ponement of railway construction 
into districts already  eettled. 
Meantime, there are willious of 
acres of land in Western Canada 
fairly contiguous to railways 
which could be taken over by the 
Government at low price, and set- 
tled by the soldiers, probably at 
less cost, and certainly with more 
satisfaction to the soldiers and 
more benefit to the country than 
is involved in the project for es- 
tablishing the returned men in 
remote colonies,

VALUABLE FOOD 
LOST IN LIQUOR 


Government Criticised For Allow- 
ing Brewers to Destroy British 
Foodstuffs in Distilleries 


London, May 8.—The question of 
beer versus food was lengthily 
cussed in the house of commons today. 
Many of the speakers severely critic- 
ised the government for still permitt- 
ing the brewers to destroy valuable 
fcod in the production of alcoholic 
liquors. The debate elicited no state- 
ment of the government policy with 
respect to the rumored state purchase 
of public houses. 

Dr. Christopher Addison, minister 
of munitions, speaking in behalf of 
the government, said the reason that 
all the distilleries were not closed 
down was the necessity of providing 
spirits for the manufacture of muni- 
tions. He further explained that until 
a substitute for yeast could be found, 
it is impossible, having regard for the 
needs of bread production, to stop 
brewing. The government had tried 
to-eut down the production of. beer to 
the bed rock minimum, ‘There was a 
demand by the munition workers for 
beer, and the government felt that it 
had already cut the supply to an 
amount Which would raise in the fu- 
ture some eerious problems.

"Today's Anniversaries 


On May 10, in the year 664 a great 
pestilence broke out in Treland, Thou- 
sands of persons died and whole com- 
munities were wiped out before it fin- 
ally subsided, This day ts also the 
birthday of the English stage. It was 
in 1574 that Queen Elizabeth issued 
a royal license under seal for the per- 
formance of stage plays. This marked 
the first establishment of a regular 
company of players in England. 
1774—Louls XV, died in the sixtieth 
year of his reign. 
1704—-Elizabeth of Mrance, sister of 
Louls NVI was guillotined.
